Through all vicissitudes of State and Natlonal
politice the rugeed mountain district on the
eastern  and  southeastern  border  remalned
gleadfasily and overwhehning!s  Depubilean.
Occasionally a party vietory was won In the
neighborifig districts along the hig Sandy and
Upper Ohio rivers, and at long intervals a He-
publican candidate s ored a chance victory In

the central or western postion of the State. for
twenty or thirty yeara, huwever, Republioan
representation In  Congress has heon Hmlled

practically to a single scat.

Nothing could emphasize more polntedly 1he
breakdown of the old political vrdor In Kentucky
than the extraovdinary reversai of party power
at Washipgton which next month's Congress
electlona promise to show,  Only four years
REo ten Congress districts out uf eleven were
carried by Democratic  candidates by what
meemed safe and stable pluralities. Vot only
two yvears later, in INU under the aperation of
causes which have already been described In
this eorrespordence, Republican nominees for
Congress 8wept five of the districis and reduced |
the adverse pluralities in two others to legs than
S0 votes, This year not a single district dn the
State can be put down as safely Democratie,
and at least six of Kentucky's eloeven sceats in
the next House seem almost certain o be ocou-
pled by Republican Representatives

The fallure af the Democratic and Populist
wings of the silver party to arvange a fusion on
nominecs for Congress has glven Republican
candidates In the various districts a Aecided
advantage oye the McKinley and Hobart elec-
toral ticket, and how.ver modest may bhe the
vietorions matgin of the latier, there can be no
doubt that the Renubiican nominees for Con-
gress will sweep the State by & joint plurality
from 15000 to 20000 grester. Last year, with |
a net plurality of 8912 over his Democratic op- |
ponent, Governor Dradley carried six of the |
eleven Congress districis, and lost a seventh
hy only 208 votes; so that in the opportune
distribution of voting strength the Republican
candidntes seem to have unusually fa- |
vored by fortune
The Ist and 11d Congress districts lying in the
extreme western angle of the State, between
the Ohlo, the Mississlppl and the Tennesses |
border, and popularly known to Kentucklans as
“The Purchase,' are the strongholds of Populism |
and silver sentlment in the State.  In the st
Di=trict . K. Whesley, Domocrar; 13
Keya, a Populist, and ;. P Thomas, a Repub-

Nean, Indorsed Ly the Saamd Money Demoeriats,
are making a triangular fight for the seat, The
gllver forces are tretty  evenly divided, and

Thomas hag a retrote chanee of slinplog In e
tween the rival free-coinage nominees.  The
combined Democratic-Populist vote in the dis-
trict last fall excoeded Governor Dradiey's total
hy R257. Thie vear the fusion nplurality for
President will probabiy touch about the same
figure.

The 11d District hae a normal fusion plurality
of aver 4,00, Lart fall the Republican vote was
8.600 short of the Democratie-Populist total, al- |
though Bradley carried the distriet against Har-
din. E. T. Franks the Republican nomines, i«
making a hopeful fight against the present Rep-
resentative, Dr. J. D. Clardy. The fusion plu- |
rality for President ls cxpected to reach about |
5,200,

Reg resentative W. Godfrey Hunter 1s a can- |
didate for re-slectlon in the ITId Instriet, Dr.
Hunter had a plurality of 1,001 in 1¥MM, and last
vear Governor Bradley carried the eleven coun-
ties by a litle over 200, John £ Rhea, one
of the leading silver “orators” of the State, s
1he Doctor's opponent, but no one thinks serl-
ously that he can win the seat. The fusion
gtrength in the district is only a little short of
the Republican: but the Republican managers
expect MeKinley to beat Bryan by at least 1,000
votes. John W Lewis is standing for re-elec-
tion In the IVth District. He was chosen as a
Republican two years ago, getting a plurality of
1,190. He had Populist support then, and has
a Populist rival in the fleld now, Do H. Smith,
the Demomatic eandidate, hag a natural mar-
gin of over 1,200 votes 1o draw on, but s con-
sidered a very vulnerable candidate, The race
for Congress will be c¢lose. The normal fusion

plurality in the district is over 4000, The
sound-money revolt will probably cut Bryan's
preponderarce down to 2500,

The Vth, or Louisville, District will re-elect
Walter Evans by a plurality of from N(M6) o
10,000, Ex-Governor John Young Biown is the
gllver nominee, and a Sound Money Democratie
candidate s also in the feld. This distriet |s
put down by the Hepublican managers as safe
for MeKinley by 10000,

In the Vith, or Newport-Covington Distriet,
Representative Albert 8, Herry s running for
re-alection as a “convert” to the cause of free
colnage. Up to the day the nominating con-
vention met Mr. Berry had been a radical gold-
standard Democrat. He has a normal balance
of 8,500 votes in his favor, but the unpopu-
larity of his sudden recantation and the open
hostility of the business Interests in Newport

and Covington 1o his candidacy may defeat
him. R. P. Ernst is making n Hvely contest

against Berry. and seems 1o he galning eround
dally. The Presidential vote In this district
will be close, with the chances favoring a small
plurality for McKinley,

The fight In the VIIth, or Ashland, Distriet is
at last fairly opened. Colonel W. (. P. Breekin-
ridge is the sound-money nominee, and Lig ean-
didacy has the tacit Indorsement of the Repub-
Jlcan organization. His only apponent I8 Evan
E. Settle, a free-gllver Democrat, who, with W.
D. Owens, made the sensational race agalnst
Colonel Breckinridge two years ago, in which
the latter, fresh from the seandals of a malo-
dorous damage suit in Washington, was nar-
rowly defented for renomination for Congress.
Colonel Breckinridge has to av - reoame a rormsl
PDemocratic plurality of over 4,000 1o win. The
Aistrict is likely to go to Bryan by a plural-
ity of 1,500,

The VIlIth, IXth, Xth and XTth districts are
all pretty certain to be carrled by Republican
candidates. Ex-Governgr James B MeCreary,
formerly a Sound Maney, hut now a froe-colnage,
Democrat, represents the VIIith District in the
present Congress. He did not announce hie con-
version promptly enough to secure a renomi-
nation. Mr., McCreary had a plurality of 1,350
fn 1804, . M. Davigon. the Republican candi-
date, 1a expected to heat John B. Thompson
this year by at least 1,000 votes. The IXth Dis-
trict elected Samuel 1. Pugh twn years ago by
a plurality of 702 This year he I8 a candidate
for re-election and will undoubtedly beat his
opponent, W. Larue Thomas. a free-coinage
Pemocrat. by 1,506 vates. The Nth District Is
one of the closest In the State, John M. Ken-
dall, the sitting Representative, won in 184 by
a plurality of only 251, He gave way this year
to Thomas Y. Fitzpatrick, a rabid free-coinage
man, who can hardly hope ta hold the seat
sgainst his Republican opponent, John W.
Langley. The Republiean plurality for Presi-
